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Sir Thomas Lipton Tells Banqueters 
He Has Come to This Con- 
clusion. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.--The Pilgrims of 
ithe ltnited States gave a dinner to Sir 
Thomas Lipton last night at the Waidort- 
Astoria. 

In responding to a toast, Sir Thomas said: 

“We have been beaten fairly and square- 
ly, and I congratulate America on having 
the better boat. € 

“I have heard much comment for and 
against the Sandy Hook course. It is as 
good a course as any other—nay, there is 
no other course in the world Ike it 
“i am beginning to think that there is 
some magic spell about that bloomin’ old 
cup. Two years ago I had it almost with- 
in my grasp, but it escaped me then, 
it has escaped me now, and it seems as far 
off as ever. It reminds me of the Story of 
the Irishman who was asked if he could 
play a fiddle. ‘I don't know’ said he, ‘I've 
never tried it.” I have tried it and tried 
it again without success, but my motto 
has always been, “Try, try again.’ 

Aithough I have been without success 
each time, I have:tried. I do not despair 
that some day we shall succeed in captur- 
ing that famous trophy. although IT must 
confess that we appear now to be more 
than a little bit astern.

Certain captious critics affect to disapprove of the fashion 
show now being held in New York on the score that the dis- 
play of such expensive feminine finery, to which the public 
has free access, will incite envy and discontent in the hearts 
of the beholders whose means will not permit them to indulge 
in sartorial luxuries. The contention is not borne out by the 
facta. 

Women of limited means are not ordinarily lacking in com- 
mon sense. They realize the impossibility of their owning such 
fine raiment, and do not worry about it.

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THE ACQUITTAL OF THE “MAGNATES” 


The acquittal of the officials and directors of the North 
Jersey Street Railway Co. was not unexepected. 

The prosecution did not show that any of them had failed to 
perform any specific act required by the law, and the court 
ordered the jury's verdict. 

There is a popular impression that a corporation can some. 
how be held criminally liable for the acts of its servants, the 
punishment being visited upon responsible directors or man- 
agers. This is a gross error. A corporation as such is not 
criminally liable, simply because it has no natural personality 
upon which the criminal law can act. 

Hut managers and employes are liable, the former when they 
omit to make rules, required by law or ordinary prudence to 
safeguard the operation of machinery, the latter when they 
violate or neglect these rules or willfully disregard the dictates 
of manifest prudence. 

In this Jersey case the managers were acquitted because 
no specific act of commission or omission was traced to them 
hy the prosecution. Had the state’s attorney produced any 

‘evidence tending to prove such act, it would have been for the 
jury to find the fact of guilt or innocence. 

All that can be expected of a corporation is that it tale 
every precaution to insure the safety of the public. If this 
fs not done the corporation is civilly liable in damages and 
the responsible managers may be exposed to « criminal prose- 
eution.

STREET ‘RAILWAY SUPERVISION NECESSARY. 

An examination of street railway acidents in this city shows 
that most of them are caused under conditions in violation 
of the street railway regulating ordinances. They are caused 
mainly by excessive speed, carelessness at street and steam 
railroad crossings, failure to give passengers time to get on 
and off the cars, failure to take proper care and reduce speed 
in passing cars discharging passengers and in passing cars at 
crossings. 

The purpose of these street railway regulating ordinances are 
to prevent accidents. These purposes are not served if penalties 
are imposed only when accidents happen. Penalties for accidents 
hel» to make employes careful of regulations, but they do not 
These 


Their 


mest the full purpose of the regulating ordinances. 
should be enforced regardless of accidents at al] times. 
best service to the community is the prevention of conditions 
leading to accidents. 

Por this reason the Post-Dispatch urges provision for the en- 
forcement of the ordinances. There should be an officer with a 
sufficient force charged with the duty of seeing that all street 
railway regulating ordinances are obeyed by the street rail- 
way officials and employes, and, if they are not obeyed, ‘hat 
the penalties aré imposed upon all who violate them. Acci- 
dents involving the loss of human life or injury to human 
beiygs must be checked in St. Louis. The ordinances regulat- 
ing the running of cars, designed to prevent accidents, must be 
enforced. They are not pow enforced under the present sys- 
tem, when citizens and police must take the initiative in their 
enfyrcement. 

The Post-Dispatch calls upon Mayor Wells and the Municipal 
Assembly to provide for the enforcement of these ordinances. 
A law to this effect should be carefully framed and passed. 
There should be a municipal officer directly responsible for the 
supervision of the street railway service and for the enforce- 


ment of all regulating ordinances.

That's the idea, exactly—‘‘put him kinda- 
ly and humanely out of the way.’ This 
is what may be called “the Georgia idea,”’ 
since, according to statistics, Georgin leads 
al] the states in putting the negro out of 
the way. The people. down fhere are try- 
ing to solve the colored brother's problem 
for Kim—how kind of them!—‘‘frankly, 
fearlessly and speedily,’ and who ehall 
say that they are not Going it nobly, since 
only the “best citizens’’ engage in these 
coonfests? 

They have not yet shown any marked 
tendency toward the kindly-and-humupnely 
plan, although it is rot on record that they 
ever used an ax, but if John Temple shall 
keep on preaching this sort of doctrine they 
may finally come «round to chloroform in- 
stead of rope and to prussic acid in the 
place of funeral pvres.
